Davin’s Motion re Moose Jaw 


Town Site Lost in First 
Reading. 

In the House of Commons on Mon- 
day last, Mr. Davin moved his motion 
proposing that the government should 
alienate the crown’s title to land in 
the town site of Moose Jaw, in order 
that it may be taxed. He said it was 
a hardship on the present residents of 
the town to keep up improvements 
with so much untaxable land in the 
place. 

Mr. McDonald seconded, and Mr. 
Martin supported the motion, and in 
doing so took occasion to chide Mr. 
Davin for moving resolutions and drop- 
ing them on receiving a wink from 
ministers. Mr. Davin resented this, 
claiming that he got as many _ resolu- 
tions through as Mr. Martin. He 
said such statements from the Oppos- 
ition were out of place as there was 
not a notice on the order paper to 
indicate the interest Liberals had in 
the North-West. Mr. Davin explained 
that the government had not all to say 
in the matter, others being interested, 
and he intimated that the proposition 
wasan impossible one for various 
reasons. 

Talking of Mr. Davin’s motion, Mr. 
Fraser, of Nova Scotia, who, it will be 
remembered visited the west with Mr. 
Laurier, maintained that all the land 
held by monoplies in the North-West 
should be secured by the government 
and thrown open for settlement. 

The motion was lost on a_ division, 
only four or five members voting for 
it, including Mr. Martin.

THE FARM. 


Care of Farming Implements. 

' The time of year has come when it 
'is necessary to prepare for the “stormy 
blasts” of the winter. 

| Nearly all good farmers have figured 
out by this time how they expect to get 
through the winter themselves and how 
bee expect totake proper care of their 
Stock. A few of these, too, have sheds, 
‘where they have already stored away 
their farming implements so that they 
/as well, may be preserved in proper 
‘order for use next year. They have 
| been cleaned and oiled at the working 
‘points, and have been placed under 


Proper cover so that they may not rust 
during the winter. These thoughtful 
farmers will have their machinery in 


good condition when they wish to use 
;it next spring, and will have very few 
Fa epairs to make, and need not lose much 
time in getting this weli cared for ma- 
| chinery ready for work. 
i 

But there are some other farmers, 
Some of them pretty good farmers, too, 
who have no sheds especially provided 
‘for their farm implements, oc having 
| Sheds, have no particular rule for stor- 
Bi away their machinery after use, 
| When a mower or reaper or a drill has 
done its work in the summer, they are 
is little too busy with other work to 
: house it at once, and so they leave these 
|1n the field for a time until the leisure 
|time comes to gather them up. Pro- 
crastination and delay do their work 
; When nothing else is working and the 
| reaper and mower and drills, etc., are 
| left just where they were last used un- 


i 


j til Winter comes, and then if put under 


cover at all, they are in such a condi- 
ition that the rust and dust do their 
‘work during the winter, and in the 
| Sbring the machines are either rusted 
}out or not fit to be used, until several 
|days are spent in fixing them up. 
Other farmers, not indeed, very good 
;ones, leave their implements eitber in 
ithe field or in the barn-yard all the 
; Winter unprotected. These of course, 
| have machines always out of order and 
need new ones every few years, and 
| Senerally when they are the least able 
{to buy them; because the carelessness 
| Which -has kept them from taking care 
/of their farming implements, has pre- 
egiire them. from having as good crops 
as they should have had, or of taking 
| the best care of what they did get. 
|, ‘+ farmer’s methods of farming, can 
jbe pretty fairly estimated by hunting 
up his plows and harrows, his drills and 
rakes and binders, in the winter time. 
|If these are found in the fields or even 
jin the barn-yard unprotected from the 
eae and rain and the sunshine, you 


may pretty certainly conclude that the 
armer is not a good model and is not 
getting rich.

| !mplements, we were told that he under- 
| stood almost exactly what the demand 
{for implements for the year would he 
|On a certain territory; that he could 
tell what would be’ the average life 
of a machine just as well as the most 
expert insurance man could tell what 
Is the average life of a man in a cer- 
;'ain employment. We then asked, 
|“‘Does a machine live out half its days?” 
he answered, “No, not one-third.” ‘ Ma- 
chines which would last 15 or 20 years 
if properly used have often less than 
three years of useful life.” ‘What is 
the cause of this short life?’ ‘* Want 
of care in protecting them from the 
Weather.” 

What afarmer makes will never 
make him rich unless he saves what_ he 
has made. Take care of your farm im- 
plements and you will not so often com- 
plain of their expense. E 

Proper care and _a little paint will 
often double the life of a machine or 
of a farm wagon. 


Decide on a Berry Patch. 

Any intelligent farmer can grow ripe, 
luscious strawberries, ready for picking, 
at two cents per quart. With good cul- 
tivation, at least 100 bushels per acre 
should be grown. 200 bushels per acre 
is not an unusual yield, and 300 is often 
produced. Fruit that, can be grown so 
cheaply and will yield so much, should 


be considered a necessity in every fam- 
ily. No one can so well afford to have 
berries, every day in the season, as the 
farmer. No one can have them so fresh 
from the vines, so ripe, so delicious and 
at so little cost, as the farmer, and 
yet, as a class, none have so few. The 
farmer may have his berries at first 
cost. He saves expense of pikow and 
provides a pleasure for wife and chil- 
dren. He saves boxes, cases, packing, 
freight, express and commission. Every 
'farmer in the country and every owner 
lof a house in the village should grow 
i‘*hig berries and lots of them” for fam- 
ily use. He may thus have them fresh 
from the vines in summer, and canned, 
dried, or preserved for winter. There is 
no better food than ripe fruit. There 
is none more healthful, and at two or 
three cents per quart there is none 
jcheaper. A berry garden for next’ sea- 
/son should be decided upon at once. The 
i best preparation for it is the reading 
lof good books and papers. Subscribe for 
|them now, and thus provide the great- 
| est pleasure for long winter evenings.

But for all its unchanging exterior there 
is an ever deepening dread amony its 
inhabitants—a presence, as it were, of 
those shadows which tell of grave com- 
ing events.”

Seale In Boilers. 


A very novel method of getting rid of 
scale in a boiler is credited by a Bos- 
ton paper to an engineer in that city.

Will Seil Customers Cold Air. 

A company has been incorporated in 
New York City for the purpose of sup- 
plying cold air for refrigerating pur- 
poses to hotels, restaurants, meat shops, 
and households, through a pipe service, 
similar to that employed in the distribu- 
tion of steam. ‘The cold air is to be 
manufactured by the anhydrous am- 
monia process at acentral piant, is 
piped into mains which are laid beneath 
the street, and the house connections are 
made by service pipes, which are carried 
‘into the refrigerator or cold-storage 
‘compartments. The degree of refrigera- 
tion is under perfect control, and any 
number of varying temperatures may 
[be secured in, adjoining compartments. 
| For isclated Yustomers in districts re- 
moved from the pipe service the refrig- 
| erating material is delivered in a steel 
‘cylinder, similar to those in which soda 
| water is delivered to drug stores.

Lions, tigera and panthers kill in the 
same manner, usuaiy by seizing the 
throat, and so dragzing the beast to 
the ground. Sometimes I have found 
claw marks on the withers when the 
kill has been a big animal, such as wa- 
ter buffaloes, showing that the beast 
has sprung on its back first and then 
buried its teeth in its throat. Death 
is caused sometimes by a broken neck, 
but more often, I am inclined to think, 
by suffocation.

| Coomassie (or Kumassi,) the capital of

; out from England, will mainly be com- 
posed of non-European troops—namely, 
those of the batdéalion of the West In- 
dia regiment, negro soldiers, usually 
stationed at Sierra Leone; the Goid Coast 
Constabulary or Houssas, a corps well 
armed and drilled, of native races who 
have served loyally and bravely on form- 
er occasions, and a battalion of English 
| soldiers, picked out of the 2nd Grena- 
'dier Guards, the Ist Yorkshire Light 
| Infantry, the 2nd Royal ‘Irish Fusihers, 
' the 2nd Devonshire, the 2nd Shropshire 
| Light Infantry, the ist Northurmber- 
i Jand Fusiliers, the ist Leinster, the 3rd 
King’s Roya!

‘The Ashanti expedition will advance 
inland to Coomassie beyond the- river 
Prah, at the back of the British Gold 
Coast Colony, which occupies a portion 
of the West Coast of Africa, between the 
fifth and sixth degree of. latitude north 
of the Equator. ‘The different forts and 
trading factories along this coast were 
establisbed several eenturies aue, Accra 
and Elmina by the Portuuese, so early 
as 1480 and i484, Axim some vears later, 
and Cape Coast Castle by the Duteh in 
1637; but the English, in the times of 
the Commonwealth and of the reign of 
Charles If., took from the Dutch a 
large part of this dominion. The re- 
mainder has been gradually transferred 
to Great Britain by amicable arranze- 
ments completed in 1872. The largest 

' native race is that of the Fantis, under 

a British protectorate. Their defence 

has repeatedly involved England in wars 

against the once powerful Ashants

IN ABYSSINIA.

in a Mountainous Country—interview | 


With a Torento Officer Who Accom 
Panted General Napier's Expedition— 
Descriptionef the Present Negus—The 
Country, its Resources, and its AFMy. 


The reverses which the Italian troops 
have recently suffered in their advance 
from Massowah into Abyssinia has at- 
tracted much attention to the latter 
country, especially in Great Britain, 
which, some twenty-nine years a£0, sent 
a military expedition to Magdala, the 
capital, to punish the then Negus, Theo- 


dore, for having imprisoned the British. 


Consul, Captain Cameron, and his suite, 
and others of her Majesty's subjects. 
This force, which was under the com- 
mand of Sir Robert Napier, was organ- 
ized in Bombay, and consisted of 4,000 
tritish and &000 Sepoy troops. The 


British expedition was much more for- 


tunate than that now being undertaken 
by the Italians. The army was debarked 
at Annesley Bay, and in January, 186%, 
commenced along and difficult march 
of 400 miles to Magdala. On April 9th 
the troops arrived in front of the fort- 
ress, and were attacked the following 
day by the Abyssinians, who were de- 
feated with a loss of 700 killed and 1,- 
20 wounded, the British casualties 
amounting to only 20 wounded. The 
storming of Magdala took place on April 
3th, and was accomplished with a loss 
of only 15 British wounded. 
committed suicide by shooting himself 
when the British were making their 
entry. As a reward for his splendid 
Inanagement of the expedition General 
Napier was raised to the peerage, with 
the title of Lord Napier of Magdala. 

ONE OF NAPIER’S OFFICERS. 

It may not be generally known that 


there is now residing in Toronto @ 
gallant officer, now retired from the; 
British army, who accompanied Gen- 


eral Napier’s expedition in the capacity 
of Provost Marshal. This gentleman, 
whose modesty prevents him from grant- 
ing the use of his name for publication, 
is, from the exceptional opportunities 
which fell to his lot, and of which he 
fully availed himself, thoroughly con- 
versant with Abyssinia, its people, and 
resources, and the conditions under 
which warfare is carried on in the coun- 
try. The gallant officer gave a news- 
paper reporter the following informa- 
tion which may be deemed of interest 
to the public at the present juncture. 

“Abyssinia,” he said “with reference 
to its physical geography, may be broad- 
ly stated to be a succession of high 
table londs, intersected by valleys of the 
fertility. The plateaux rise 
to a heizht generally of between five 
and six thousand feet above the sea level, 
and the air is rarefied and bracing at 
this altitude. Great variations of cli- 
mate are éxperienced, and the British 
expedition found it by no means a rare 
occurrence to have sixteen degrees of 
frost on the plateaux before sunrise, 
while after 8 o'clock a temperature of 
one hundred was not unusual. Coffee 
is one of the most important productions 
in the lower districts, and wheat, maize, 
millet, rice, and cotton are also raised. 


Barley and oats are grown on the higher 
lands. The food of the people consists 
of a kind of bread called gogo, which 
is made from coarse flour and wild 
honey. Meat, of course, is largely used, 
sheep and oxen being plentiful. Trans- 
port is almost entirely carried on by 
means of oxen and mule. Prior to the 
British occupation it may be said there 
were no roads of any sort in Abyssinia, 
and mountain tracks alone furnished 
means of communication. No money is 
coined in the country, and barter is the 
chief method of carrying on business 
There is some money, a few Me 
lars having been brought in by the 
British. wi to that time salt slabs 
were the common currency of the coun-

try, which readily passed hands as 
money. Salt is not found in the coun- 
try, but is brought from the Galla 


country by caravans.

He has 
always had the reputation of being an 
able. mild-tempered, and just man, and 
one determined to enforce his authority. 
His, reign has been free from the eto 
tes which blackened the administration 
of Theodore.

A TASK FOR THE ITALIANS. 


Information I have recently received 
places the fighting strength of the Ab- 
yssinian army at from 70,000 to 75,000 
men numbers of whom have been more 
or less instructed by Russian officers. 
It is difficult at present to say what 
the ultimate result of the war will be. 
In addition to the arms they formerly 
possessed, the Abyssinians received 
many old Sniders from the British,and, 
I believe, have heen importing weap- 
ons and ammunition from Britain dur- 
ing the last ten years. If the Abys- 
sinians have been educated in strategy, 
and their army is superior to what it 
was when I was there, I do not think 
the country can be reduced by the 
Italians with a smaller force than 10,- 
000 men fully equipped with all the 
resources of civilization. There are por- 
tions of the country known to me so 
difficult to force by an invading army 
that if resolutely held they might be 
considered almost impregnable, and 
cannot be turned. The great difficulty 
the Italians will have to compete agrinst 
will be keeping »pen their lines of com- 
munication, and preventing detached 
portions of their force from being con- 
stantly harassed and being cut off. 
The passes from Massowah into Abys- 
Sinia proper can only be held by detach- 
ed posts at regular intervals, and in 
the period of the rainy season they 
would be impossible to maintain. I 
'really think the Italians have their 
| work cut out for them, and it will 
need a well equipped and perfectly of- 
ficered, to overcome the resistance of 
the Abyssinians.”

TRAGEDY IN WINNIPEG.

| A despatch from Winnipeg, says:— 
‘Fire broke out on Monday morning 


about seven o’clock in the Cauchon tene- 
ment block on South Main street, one 
of Winnipeg’s largest buildings. By 
nine o'clock the north half of the four- 
storey block had been consumed. The 
balance of the building was saved by a 
fire wall and after a hard fight by the 
firemen. There were seventy tenants 
in the building, and those occupying 
suites in the burned portion lose all 
their possessions escaping scantily attir- 
ed by means of fire escapes and ladders, 
the stairway being cut off by the fire. 

The first body taken out was Major 
Morrice, one of Winnipeg’s oldest and 
best-known residents. He was. still 
breathing when carried out by the fire- 
men, but died in a few minutes. His 
wife was burned to death in her apart- 
ments, the body not being found until 
after the floors had fallen. Both were 
elderly people, and rents of a large 
family of children, who are prominent in 
social circles. Among those seriously 
injured are Miss Carter and Mr. and 
Mrs. Baby, whose injuries avere sustain- 
ed by jumping from the upper windows. 
They are in the hospital. 

_Major Morrice was a pioneer of win- 
nipeg, having come here with the On- 
tario Rifles in 1868, filling the commis- 
sion of brevet-major. All Winnipeg 
mourns his death and that of Mrs. Mor- 
rice. Among those who narrowly escap- 
ed burning were Mr. Joseph Martin, 
member for Winnipeg, his wife, and 
daughter. Mrs. Martin, who is an in- 
valid, was taken out with the greatest 
difficulty, and now lies at the point of 
death. All the other injured are doin 
nicely. The total loss is about $70,000, 
the tenants losing all their goods and

The scene is the alcoholic 
ward of Bellevue Hospital, New York, 
where this juvenile wonder, the off- 
spring of besotted Italian parents, who 
fed her on whiskey and beer almost 
from her birth, is exhibited before the 
eyes of physicians and students as @ 
horrible exampie of parental abuse and 
as a physical oddity probably unknown 
to medical science. 

It is unlikely that the emoticn of 


pity for this criminally wronged little , 


one has occurred to the doctors. They 


regard her only as a phenomenon. Her 
complaint is known as “cirrhosis of ; 


the liver,” “‘one of the most extraor- 
dinary cases on record,” runs the com- 
ment of the profession. Although only 
five years old she has the hobnailed 
liver of the drunkard of twenty or 
thirty years’ standing. 

Similar reports may be found from 
time to time in newspapers the world 
over, and it is thus apparent that the 
existing laws for the protection of chil- 
dren are not comprehensive enough; 
while they may prevent physical bru- 
tality, they wink at the ignorance and 
viciousness that prefer the slower mur- 
der process. There is no law to punish 


mothers who give alcohol to their ba- | 


bies. Their crime is a moral one; its 
punishment comes in after life. In 
many cases the antecedents of adult 


drunkards prove them to be victims. 


of well-meaning parents and not over 
careful physicians who dosed them with 
alcohol, opiates and soothing syrups,for 
all kinds of illness when they were 
infants. 

IT IS A CRIME. 

Prof. Demme, rector of\the Univers- 
ity of Berne siys: “The natural course 
of events following the administering 
of alcohol to children shows that it is 
a mistake if not a crime; the little ones 


absorb it rapidly, and it produces in- | 


toxication, which is a sign of weakness 


and non-toleration. As superintendent 
of a children’s hospital in this city I 
have observed that catarrh of the stom- 
ach and bowels followed in the wake of 
milk punches given to children, even 
if only a few drops of cognac had been 
added to their milk.

Paper. Horseshoes. 


A peculiar invention purporting to 
have been brought forward some _ time 
since, in Berlin, seems to have proved a 
‘Teality, namely, the manufacture of 
horseshoes of paper, impregnated with 
oil or turpentine to make it water-proof, 
the process being described as follows: 
After being thus saturated, it is glued 
together in thin layers with a cement 
{which does not become brittle when 
idrying, being a mixture of Venetian 
turpentine, powdered chalk, linseed oil, 
and lacquer; the holes, admitting the 
‘nails by which the shoe is fastened to 
the hoof, are stamped through the 
paper when moist. The article is then 
subjected to very strong pressure under 
a aorta press, and, when pet can 
be filed and planed to fit the hoof snug- 
‘ly. A variation in this manufacture is 
i that of protacing horseshoes of paper 
ple. adding chalk, sand, turpentine, and 

inseed oil, in such quantities that the 
material is impermeable to moisture. 
‘This composition is said not only to pos- 
sess the necessary elasticity and tough- 
‘ness for such a Ba Hpiopi but it can 
‘readily be pressed in moulds and dried 
afterward, or cut out of blocks of the 
mass and placed under strng pressure. 
But the shoes made by ing together 
paper sheets are said to be stronger than 
those made of the compressed material. 
The particular advan named for 
shoes of this description 1s the prevent- 
anitge the horse slipping on slippery 
roads.

The government itself, the hang- 
ers-on of the government, and twenty- 
four Quebec members seem to be the 
sum total of the party that is deter- 
mined to attempt to coerce Manitoba.

act. 

There is one point about the grip 
which does not seem to have attracted 
the attention of physicians to any 
{marked degree. There are certain for- 
jtunate persons who appear to enjoy a 
jsingular immunity from its attacks. 
| They are not necessarily robust in 
|health nor particularly temperate in 
jtheir habits, nor of vigorous’ consti- 
|tution. Many of them are weakly and 
lsmall.

|individuals are accustomed to regard 
their less fortunate neighbors with a 
jgreat deal of surprise and they consti- 
itute largely the class of scoffers who 
announce solemnly that the grip is only 
a bad cold. They are unable to compre- 
hend that it is something much differ- 
ent and decidedly worse. 
SYMPTOMS OF GRIP. 

The symptoms of the grip are various 
and sometimes remarkable. One inter- 
esting case, during the epidemic of 1893, 
was that of a young woman. She was 
| seized with the prostration which in- 
|dicates the approach of the disease, and 
|in a day or two the grip was fully de- 
| veloped. She suffered excruciating pain, 
jand it seemed as though every nerve 
jin her body had been exposed and 
| touched by hot irons. Opiates were ad- 
| ministered in order to relieve the suf- 
| fering, and when the disease had run so 
| far that pain was benumbed, then fol- 
‘lowed aremarkable reaction. “The 
| Sense of feeling,” writes the physician 
who attended the case, “and in fact, 
every other sense were as completely 
|overcome as in the sense of sleep. A 
part of her brain was active, as was evl- 
dent from her muttering talk. The 
will, judgment and reasoning faculties 
were all benumbed, so to speak, and the 
young woman was almost literally in 
the condition of one who dreams. There 
was ‘this difference—she could not be 
awakened, as the dreamer can.” This 
trance-like condition lasted a week. 

‘The explanation is that the trances 
| are caused by the poisoning of the blood, 
| Which is one of the most dangerous re- 
[sults of the grip. The first manifesta- 
|tion of this poisoning is an attack on 
the nerve centres. If the attack were 
confined to the nerves in one locality, 
as for instance, those of the face or the 
|sciatic nerve, medical treatment could 
be applied with good results. But it Is 
impossible to give such treatment when 
ithe entire nervous system has been 
| brought under the influence of the poi- 
/son. The only treatment possible, then, 
\is that which deadens the pain by the 
| use of opiates, and when such suffering 
|has passed away in the course of the 
| disease, to allow nature to begin its 
| restorative work, aided by such science 
as medicine has at command. The 
trance-like influence of this poison 1s 
|not entirely gone until the poison itself

|has been entirely eliminated from the 
system.

After a-well-rendered Scotch  selec- 


tion from Mr. Wilcox, of the public 

school staff, the Rev, Mr. Ferrier intro- 

duced the speaker of the evening. 
Illustrating his remarks from a large 
map the lecturer spoke of the size of 


the country. Howa rectangle with 


its east side running through Winni- 
peg city and to the middle of Lake 
Winnipeg, with its northern side run- 
ing west to the rockies and its south- 


ern corresponding with our present 
boundary line,—this rectangie, while 
it took in nearly all our prairie county 
would fall short of British Columbia 
in area, The climate was varied suth- 
ciently to mect every taste—froim cold 
to warm, frou constant rain to regions 
almost devoid of moisture. With this 
immense area, with the wonderful 
climate and with its marvellous re- 
sources, there were not sufficient people 
to form a city equal in size to Toronto. 

The timber of the Mountain Prov- 
ince is almost inexhaustible. The 
audience sighed, and thought cf the 
sapplings we prize so much for fuel, as 
he spoke of the cifficulty farmers in 
British Columbia labored under in 
clearing their land of trees. The dif- 
ferent woods were mentioned with the 
varied uses to which they could be put. 
The fisheries were spoken of and the 
Government’s wisdom in providing fish 
hatcheries that Insures an inexhaustible 
supply. 

Sut it was as a farming cougtu 
that the Iecturer saw the greatest 
future for the country. The fertility 
of the soil is marvellous, and with the 
varied climat¢ and facilities for irri- 
gation there is no limit to the kinds 
of produce that can be cultivated. 
The fruits are warvellous,—apples of 
immense s1z%, pears, apricots, grapes, 
melons, ete., and the finest plums that 
are grown in_ the world. 

A vivid description of hydraulic 
mining was given, with a reference to 
the famous districts of the Cariboo and 
the Kootenay. The speaker illustrated 
placer mining when rocker and mercury 
are used. 

Reference was made to the Chinese 
labor question. The lecturer does not 
believe in “that Christianity which 
embraces the stranger and permits its 
own children to die of starvation.” . He 
thought that the Chinese were obtain- 
ing a footing in the country that at 
some future day will be deeply deplor- 
ed Speaking of cheapness of labor, he 
illustrated his point by instancing the 
price of canning salmon. For cutting 


the tin, soldering the can, labelling, 
cutting, boiling the fish, cssing the 


cans in a bon made by the contractor, 
the contract price was ust one cent 


acan.. For a box of forty eight cans 
the contract price was forty-eight 
cents, 


The Professor is an enthusiast as 
Within the last few years a line of 
vessels to Australia has commenced to 
make regular trips.

British Columbia. This will open a 
market for the mineral and farm _ pro- 
duce of that country that will be a 


source of untold wealth. 

The lecture was concluded by a re- 
ference to a trip made last summer to 
Alaska. Interesting stories of the 
customs of the Chilcct Indians were re- 
lated that illustrated Prof. Odlum’s ex- 
ceedingly careful study of these tribes. 

In answer to questions from the 
audietice, the lecturer strongly advised 
the intending immigrant to waste no 
time in getting to work when he once 
reached that country. Whatever turns 
up is to be seized upon so that the 
little capital that is brought into the 
While the 
lecturer would not advise a man_ to 
leave the district in which he is now 
making a fair living, yet he believed 
thatif a man must go somewhere 
British Columbia offered better pros- 
pects than any other place, providing 
only that the incoming settler was 
willing to work.
